Sir 
John Thompson seems to have lost 
sight of his promise to lot no guilty 
man escape.’' 

The almost prohibitive duties on 
barley imposed by the McKinley bill 
have done a permanent injury to the 
Canadian farmers. It was bad enough 
to bo shut out of the American market 

our only one valuable for this cereal 

for a number of years, tho loss thus 
entailed amounting to millions of dol¬ 
lars. But that is not the worst. 
Since the American brewers and malt¬ 
sters could not get Canadian barley 
they accustomed theraselvos to the use 
of barley grown at home, and should 
tho duty be reduced to tho old figure 
as now seems probable, the Canadian 
barley, for tho reason abovo given, 
will never again bo in such demand in 
the States as it was in the past. This 
calamity the Canadian government 
might have averted had they been 
honest in their profession of a desire 
for reciprocity. 

Remarking on tho paucity of mar¬ 
riages in Ontario, the London Free 
Press blames the decrease in the mar¬ 
riage rate on Sir Oliver Mowat, alleg¬ 
ing that it “makes the young man 
pause when he nas to pay one of Sir 
Oliver’s myrmidons $2 for leave to do 
his duty to his race.” That’s a sad 
state of things, certainly. Think of 
the thousands of heart-broken couples 
prevented from entering the matrimon¬ 
ial state because there is a charge of $2 
for legalizing the union by license! 
Why, oh ! why do they not proceed by 
banns ? But if marriages have become 
loss under N. P. conditions and a $2 
license fee, than they were under a 
revenue tariff and a 8<*» license fee, 
which was required before the wicked 
Mowat’s time, it is just possible that it 
is not the license fee; but rather the 
increasing difficulty of supporting a 
family under tho conditions imposed 
by the high taxation (lolicv that oper¬ 
ates against matrimony. »There is no 
Ontario tax on marriage; it does not 
cost a cent. But if the parties desire 
secrecy they may bo married by license 
which costs £2. 

Bulmcr vs. the the case which 

was argued in tho supreme court yester¬ 
day, is another reminder of tho attempt 
made by tho Tory leaders to deprive 
Ontario of the immense tract of country 
between Port Arthur and Lake of the 
Woods, which was foiled by Sir Oliver 
Mowat after a gallant struggle. After 
declaring that Ontario should ucv\r 
be allowed to obtain “One stick of 
timber or one ounce of gold, lead or 
iron ” from the then disputed territory, 
Sir John Macdonald gave licenses to 
Mr. Bulmer and others authorizing 
them to cut timber thereon. But the 
privy council decided that the territory 
and everything in or upon it belonged 
to the provincial government, and now 
the people of Canada must pay dam¬ 
ages and costs to the holders of timber 
licenses from the Dominion govern¬ 
ment. The people orOntario are to 
be taxed to cover the expenditure in¬ 
curred in the unsuccessful efforts; of 
tho Tory leaders to wrest their terri¬ 
tory from them. —Free Press.

The Great Public^ Benefactor^ and Farmery Friend __ 


BY RAIL TO VICTORIA NYANZA, 


The Tlntiri tins lloon Surveyed and the 
O(Mellila *ny it Is Practicable. 

Tho railroad between tho Indian Ocean 
and Victoria Nyanza which was survey¬ 
ed at the expense of the British Govern¬ 
ment is likely to he built. Tho report of 
the surveyors has b. u en published and the 
friends of the enterprise are gratified to 
hear that thero are no serious difficulties 
In the way. 

Nearly overy enterprise In Africa 
which involvos surveying usually brings 
to light some striking errors in the maps. 
The surveyors of the Victoria Nyanza 
railroad have discovered an important 
error in tho position assigned to the 
eastern shore of the lake. It has been 
made on our maps to extend too far 
east. The result is that the railroad will 
be about 100 miles longer than was sup- 
posed from tho estimates made in 1891. 
The most direct route possible to the 
northeast shore of the lake has been fol¬ 
lowed. and it is found that the road will 
be 057 miles long. 

The estimated cost of tho projected 
railroad is $11,200,000, or an average of 
$ 17,245 a mile. * The gauge pronosed is 
threejfeet six inches. No tunnels will be 
nocessnrv and none of the bridges would 
ho considered in other countries even 
second-class in point of size. Stoel mils, 
weighing fifty pounds to the yard and 
from ilurty to thirty-six feet in length 
are recommended, aud also steel trans¬ 
verse sleepers, each weighing seventy 
pounds. It will not bo economical and 
hardly practicable to uso wood for 
sleepers. If the road is built entirely ot 
steel it will he practically indestructible 
bv such mechanical appliances as are 
within reach of the natives. It is also 
better to uso stool, because the custom of 
firing tho grass and tho temptation to 
uso wooden sleepers for fuel or for build¬ 
ing huts would oxpose a line laid with 
timber sleepers to many risks. White 
ants are also numerous, and timber can 
hnrdlv withstand their assaults.

nt least thirty miles apart. Additional 
stations will bo provided later at such 
points ns the traffic demands. The 
terminal stations will be at Momlmno on 
the coast and at the northeast cornor of 
Lake Victoria. During the construction 
of the railroad a telegraph lino will bo 
necessary and the largo number of work¬ 
men employed and the constant move¬ 
ment along tho lino will render the tolo- 
graph free from any danger of destruc¬ 
tion by the natives. Tho surveyors an¬ 
ticipate that tho construction of tho rail¬ 
road will havo a revolutionary effect and 
will ontlrcly do away with tho Mania 
raids upon tho territory adjacent to tho 
railroad. , , 

For th. First two years it is expected 
that the bulk of tho labor on tin- rail¬ 
road will havo to bo imported from In¬ 
dia. It will also bo necessary to main¬ 
tain a special railroad police force. Tho 
routo passes through some of tho richest 
cultivated districts and tho most popu¬ 
lous regions in East Africa. From its 
torminus on Lake Victoria communica¬ 
tion by steamboats plying on the lako 
will connect tho railroad with the fertile 
districts around tho shoros and grant tho 
outlot that is so necessary for4ho devel¬ 
opment of these countries. 

Tho general average speed of trains is 
estimated at twelve mile* an hour, in¬ 
cluding stoppages. On sections with 
easy gradients, and those include the 
groator part of tho line, a speed of twen¬ 
ty miles or moro may be permissible. 
When tho lino is first opened trains will 
lie run only by daylight. This gives a 
running time of ten hours, or a total 
distanoo traveled each day of about 120 
miles. 

Tho officials tnke a favorable view of 
the earning capacity of tho road. Thoy 
say that, in tneir opinion, tho actual 
working ex^ns^s of tho road for the 
first few years would not excee(l$310,00d, 
nnd it is probable that the road at tho 
outset would bo nearly able, from tho 
freight and passenger traffic, to pay the 
working expenses. This does not in¬ 
clude the interest on tho investment.nnd 
at first thero would be a deficit on the 
required amouut of gross earniugs to 
pay all expenses of about $300,000 a year. 
They do not think, however, thut this 
deficit would bo for many years a tax 
upon tho enterprise. 

Great Britain has now assumod the 
control of Uganda, and as tho building 
of this railroad is vitally necessary to tho 
development of tho lako region there 
seems little doubt that tho Victoria Ny- 
auza railroad will be the next enterprise 
of the sort to be carried out in Africa.— 
N. Y. Sun.

1 aroused much interest in tho city. The 
at reels were crowded with poople, and tho 
neighborhood of UlsWrr Hall was packed 
with citizens desuoub of witnessing tbe 
assembly of tho anti-Homo Kale delegates. 
Of the latter over 500 were in attendunco. 
The Duke of Abercoin and Maiqtiis of Lon 
dondsrry were also present. 

Tho sitting was conducted in private, 
but it transpired that the Duke of Aber- 
rorn was unanimously electod president, 
after which tho National Anthem was sung. 
The patliament next proceeded to discuss 
bylaws and other matters of interest to the 
members. \ 

Tho parliament passed a resolution de¬ 
claring the intention and determination of 
Ulster men to adhere to their British 
cousinship under the sole government of 
Imperial Parliament and repudiating us 
degrading the posit ion assigned to by Ulster 
the Homo Rule bill. The resolution also 
appealed to Irishmen to unite in the de¬ 
fence of their country against thoso wishing 
to senaralo it from Oreab Britain. 

Col. Haunderson, M.l\ for Armagh, said 
that Ulster would bo willing to obey the 
laws passed by the Imperial Parliament until 
that Parliament should choose to oust 
Ulster loyalists from Ureat Britain. Then 
tho loyalists would fed no longor bound to 
obey.

He Makes No Kxplanat Ion TVliy tfe Sulked 
During the f.au^lrr Tour, Figlits »hy 
of Beolprooltr ntid Commercial Union 
ntirf Uewall* tho Travail of th® Do¬ 
minion Government. 

Burford, Ont., Oct, 25. —The fiercest 
Roman of them all, Sir Richard Cartwright, 
mado his appearance as advertised at the 
liornea Hall horo last uight, and the brood¬ 
ing fear that he might have gone out of 
politics is thus dispelled. 

The attendance was only fair, and those 
of Sir Richard’s South Oxford constitusnts 
who expected that ho would explain why 
the financial side of the Liberal policy was 
not presented to the doctors during tho late 
Lanrier tour, and why Richard himself re¬ 
mained in exotic obscurity, wore disap¬ 
pointed. 

He launched out at tho outset upou the 
trade policy of tho Government and accused 
the ministors of being in a frightful 
dilemma. They were anxious to securely 
remain fast friends with the manufacturers 
nnd at the (smo time propitiate the 
farmera. 

The combines directed the Gov- 
eminent and Ministers wtre, so to 
speak, between tho devil and the 
dcjp sea. They were afraid of the classes, 
whom they had protected, and mortally 
afraid of the masses, whom no amount ol 
protection would profit, viz., tho agricul¬ 
turist, tho lumber* mining and fishing in¬ 
dustries. 

Tho fiscal policy of the present Govern¬ 
ment had unnecessarily increased the taxes 
of tho people. The National Policy had as¬ 
sisted to lucrease the cost of tho manu¬ 
factured article, while the price of cereals 
had fallen iu the last 10 years 30, 40 aud 
even 50 per cent. 

The whole system of taxation was a fraud 
upon the people.

Still Suspected,

When he first gained an Inkling of 
tho faot that he was suspected, Maloney 
made a statement of his whereabouts on tho 
night of the murder.

If Up buds them so 
the oharge will be dropped, but if the state 
monts aro found incorrect, the ex-convict 
will be taken at once to Napanee and placed 
on trial for murder.
